LONDON, Sept. 10.—(UP)—~— 
The increase in income tax for the 
average family with an income of 
around $5,000 will cost the British 
taxpayer approximately 90 times 
as much as the average American 
pays under similar conditions. For 
instance, a London professional 
nran with a wife and two children 
and an income of $5,000, will pay 
958.50 income tax, or approxi- 
mately 25 per cent counting exenip- 
tions. The professional man in 
the same circumstances in the 
United States would pay $12.38, 

For a single man with an in- 
come of $1.800 in England, the tax 
would be $353.50, while single men 
in the United States are assessed 
miv $3.83 if their income is 


$1,800.

They are reap-| 
ing a few fruits from their labors of 1930 but there is still a 
lot of work. The Auburn Athletic Association is getting a full | 
eight hours of work out of its coaching staff. 

As Kiley explained it, ‘“We have the boys 1 in a bet- 
ter frame of mind this season. They aren’t afraid to ask | 
questions and they have more confidence in themselves. 
It will take time and we have a lot of work to do yet.” 
Auburn hasn’t the elaborate coaching staffs that some of | 

the other conference schools have. ‘There are just three var- 
sity coaches and Wynne gives the team its setting-up exercises. 

But no staff works any harder. The Auburn coaches work at| 
a hundred yard dash speed all afternoon.

The old Auburn spirit, 
which seems to be reborn each year with new vigor, is in| 
evidence on the field and in the ‘‘Loveliest Village”’ itself. | 

And with determination and hustle leaking over the 
edges Auburn i is sure to bound forward this season. Just 
how far remains to be seen. But there will be an 
advance. 

Auburn alumni, of course, can aid the coaching staff no little’ 
by being modest in their expectations. The Tigers can’t absorb | 
a new system in two years and win all their games. The going! 
will be tough fram the’ start with Birmingham- Southern as-the| 
opener. But Auburn is coming forward. The material is bet-| 
ter and smarter and the effects of the one year of training are | 

easily apparent. The Tiger has set his feet on the road back. |

that it is the chief topic in the undertaking parlors.

KILEY SEES GREAT IRISH TEAM. 

Roger Kiley, who was one of the late Knute Rockne’s bet- 
ter ends, thinks that Notre Dame will have another winning 
eam this fall. 

“Those kids up there knew Rockne just enough to 

be able to forget him enough to be able to go on with 

the work, and to remember him enough to play all the 

better for him,”’ said Kiley. 

There may be something paradoxical in that at first read- 
ing. Kiley explained that as for the old men, who knew and 
loved Rockne through four years at Notre Dame and in after | 
vears as alumni, nothing would ever make them forget or soften 
the wounds that his passing gave. 

The youngsters, on the other hand, knew him only 

a year or two. They will be able to play despite their 

loss and the memory of the man will make them play 

all the harder. They didn’t know him long enough for

Upon seeing the double 
stopper in the diamond suit, South 
then shifted to the spades, leading his 
fourth best card, the six; North 
played the knave and East false-card- 
'ed by playing his king. Now a small 
| diamond was led and the knave 
| finessed in dummy. The ace of dia- 
‘'monds was laid down, upon which 
North discarded a small heart. This 
| was the first important development 
in East’s plan of campaign. - The 
knave of hearts was led from dummy 
and permitted to hold the trick. is 
was followed by the small heart which 
East won with the ace. liow South 
was thrown in the lead with the dia- 
mond and at the eighth trick he tossed 
_ the lead back to East by the lead of a 
| small spade. South could see the net 
| being drawn more closely about him, 
' but his struggles were unavailing. The 
heart king was discarded in the dummy 
'and the spade queen won the trick. 
| Now East led the queen of hearts and 
South was forced to part with the card 
with which he had hoped to set the 
contract. His hand now contains noth- 
|ing but three spades and the king- 
_knave of clubs. The spades are estab- 
| lished, but to discard a club would per- 
_mit East, as South fully realized, to 
find his game-making tricks in the 
_club suit. Hoping against hope that 
|North might be able to find a club 
trick, he disearded one of his estab- 
lished spades, East again threw him 
in the lead with a spade and permit- 
ted him to make his 2 spade tricks, 
after which South was compelled to 
concede the last 2 tricks to East, a 
fitting reward for an accurately played 
hand. If at trick eight South would 
have played the ace of spades instead 
of a small spade, the result would 
have been the same, although the play 
would have heen delayed 1 trick. If 
South had played either the king or 
knave of clubs, the heart king would 
have been retained in dummy and the 
clubs established for 9 tricks. Every 
play was carefully thought out and 
every move by the declarer had behind 
it a definite purpose. 


TODAY'S POINTER. 

_ The basic outline of the inferences 
_in the responding hand is the follow- 
ing: 
More than 90 per cent of opening 
bids are one-bids and they include the 
range of bands varying from 2 1-2 up 
to 4 1-2 honor-tricks. An opening 
| one-bid is a leap in the dark and the 
selection of any final bid will largely 
depend upon the distribution and bal- 
ance of honor strength in the respond- 
ing hand. Raises show a distribution 
favorable to partner’s suit bids: re- 
sponses with new suits generally deny 
it; finally notrump takeouts deny both 
the support in partner's bid suit and 
a hiddable suit in one’s own hand. 

_ In general the bidding tempo is dis- 
closed by the specific kind of responses 
which show a greater or lesser num-
